The City Council at its 
regular meeting of May 13 
adopted Resolution 69-24 
pertaining to the abatement 
of weeds and debris from 
private property throughout 
the city, and ordering the 
owners listed of a hearing 
at this time. 

*1116 hearing was to give 
property owners the right to 
be heard irr protest about 
their property, the adopting 
of the resolution ordered the 
abatement of weeds from 
those properties within a 30 
day period, after which time 
it will be the responsibility 
of the city to do so and 
cfharglng the costs against 
the property.

I am an adult who at¬ 
tends Mt. San Antonio Jun¬ 
ior College full time. 

Heer is the actual story of 
a disturbance that took 
place on campus on Friday, 
May 9, of which I was in 
attendance. 

All facts and statements 
given are true to the best 
of my knowledge. I hope 
that you might want to, and 
will have room to print this 
story. I earnestly feel people 
need to know what is real¬ 
ly happening in our col¬ 
leges and what we are 
faced with. 

I personally, on Friday 
afternoon, reported this to 
throe of the television news 
broadcasts. The colle g e’s 
student body pres i d e n, t 
spoke on KFWB .news on 
Saturday, May 8. 

Mt. San Antonio Junior 
College was forced to be 
closed by officials on Friday 
afternoon'. May 9, due to 
student disorder. 

The fight and disorder 
broke out during a student 
body meeting. The meeting 
was held to discu.ss funds 
for the Black Student Union 
and the United Mexican A- 
merican Students. 

There is a proposal of 
giving to the BSU the sum 
of 10.400 dollars a.nd 6,000 
dollars for the UMA stu¬ 
dents. This money will have 
been taken from the 
school’s athletic fund bud¬ 
get, which i.s supported by 
the sale of Student Body 
cards. The funds are part of 
the entire Student Body 
budget. 

The Black Student Union 
a.sked that all faculty mem¬ 
bers leave the meeting, of 
which the faculty did. The 
BSU further stated that 
faculty and administrators 
should not involve them¬ 
selves in any way in stu¬ 
dent affairs. They al.so de¬ 
manded the firing of two of 
the sport’s faculty members. 

The fight in the meeting 
broke out when' a member 
of the BSU first, physically 
a.ssaulted a white student 
wishing to speak. This

I personally saw two 
white students taken away 
by ambulance, one of which 
was more seriously injured 
from a stab wound in the 
back and also a head in¬ 
jury. This particular student 
was attacked by members 
of the BSU group when 
they went rampaging thru 
the cafeteria. 

The trouble broke up only 
when the closure of the 
school had been announced 
and the students began to 
leave the campus. 

Sheriff deputies had been 
alerted but no unifo r m 
authorities were on campus. 
Either the plain clothesmen 
on campus were dispatched 
too late Or they did net keep 
the trouble controlled. 

Present at part of the 
meeting before the trouble 
started, were two ,non-stu¬ 
dent, back adult males, of 
which I saw milling around.

Sap' Gabriel Valley Coun¬ 
cil of Camp Fire Girls Is 
launching its a.nnual Per¬ 
sonal Interest Membership 
Enrollment (PIME) cam¬ 
paign with the mailing of 
nearly three thousand let¬ 
ters on May 12 to parents 
and friends. Donatoins re¬ 
ceived from individuals will 
serve to close the lii'Come 
gap between pperating costs 
and amounts received from 
United Way funds and from 
candy sale profits. 

The Camp Fire Council 
can count an United Way to 
cover 5 O per cent of its oper¬ 
ating budget an,d realizes 
30 per cent more from the 
efforts of Camp Fire Girls 
during their January candy 
sale. However, it must rely 
on contributions from inter¬ 
ested friends for the re¬ 
main,ing 20 ,per cent needed, 
according to Mrs. H. Alfred 
Dunn, council president. 

This year’s PIME appeal 
stresses the Camp Fire pro¬ 
gram as one answer to the 
widespread unrest of today’s 
youth. The program’s posi¬ 
tive hut flexible approach 
of learning an,d doing, from 
the Blue Bird level through 
Camp Fire.

Camp Chiq.uita, in the Al¬ 
tadena foothills, offers op¬ 
portunities for overnights, 
cookouts and day camping.

During this two years 
(1969-70) California Bi-Cen¬ 
tennial Celebration com - 
memorating the first per¬ 
manent settlement in Cali¬ 
fornia by Portola-Serra, a 
number of requests for the 
“A.nnals of Early Sierra 
Madre” have been received 
by the president of the Sier¬ 
ra Madte Historical Society. 

This historic volume is 
out of print; however, there 
is a reference copy for use 
in the Sierra Madre Library. 
It is hoped that an addi¬ 
tional copy will sometime 
bo donated to the reference 
shelf by a dedicated Sierra 
Madrean who was a fortu- 
.nate first purchaser. 

The Sierra Madre Histori¬ 
cal Society published the 
“Annals of Early Sierra Ma¬ 
dre” in 1950. It was a col¬ 
lection of papers which pre- 
sen.ted the factual history of 
the community as written 
by those who took part in 
the events recorded. The 
papers were first prepared 
at various times for presen¬ 
tation orally before meet¬ 
ings of the Historical So¬ 
ciety or the Woman’s Club. 
An editorial comimttee with 
a keen historical s e .n s e 
gathered and organ i z e d 
them as separate chapters 


within the book. 

There are twenty unique 
chapters plus an epilogue, 
followed by biographic a 1 
sketches of prominent mem¬ 
bers of some of the first 17 
founding families. Each 
chapter is authored indivl- 
dualy and retains a charm 
that reflects the personality 
of the writer. 

The Sierra Madre Histori¬ 
cal Society owns an'd trea¬ 
sures (he original plates for 
this 1950 publication. How¬ 
ever, this group is planning 
to develop a second publi¬ 
cation of equal interest at 
a future date.

During the past 10 years California has doubled its 
expenditures for schools while enrollments have increased 
40.8 per cent and the cost of living 12.5 per cent . 

Per pupil costs are going up much faster in the past 
few years than In prior years and the pressure of rising 
education costs is the major factor in increased taxes 
for state and local government. 

These are conclusions from “Educational Finance in 
California, 1959-60 to 1969-70” a Cal-Tax Research Bulletin 
just released. 

Schools spend 52.2 per cent of the total of property 
taxes in the state, rising from $948 million in 1959-60 to 
$2,449 million in 1968-69. 

While property tax levies were increasing 100 per 
cent for schools, the state increased its aid to schools 60 
per cent and the federal government by 300 per cent. 
Property taxes remain the largst single source of revenue 
for California schools. 

Thus all efforts at property tax relief or tax reform 
ultimately hinge upon resolution of the school finance 
needs, the bulletin concludes. 

Of the total state budget as proposed for 1969-70, 
44.5 per cent will be for education purposes as compared 
to 46 per cent in 1959-60. In the meantime federal as¬ 
sistance has increased markedly. 

The report includes tables which show the source 
of all funds for schools, increases in expenditures lor all 
services of state government. Most of the tables end 
with the last year when total costs are known, 1967-68, but 
for projection of the state budget they include this year’s 
estimated costs and proposed expenditures for 1969-70.
